BATHING POOLS 


8 SUGGESTION TO... 
' GOVERNMENT, 

At the June mecting of tho Gon- 
eral Committee of the Kowloon 
Residents Association, many items 
of interest to the Pentnaula in 
goneral were discussed. | 

Tho primary business beforo the 
meeting was a roport drom the 
special aub-committes appointed 
last month.to investigate the ques- 
tlon of bathing facilities in Kow- 
loon, with particular referonce to 
the provision of bathing pools. 
The committee reported that tho 
only beaches available for public 
bathing ‘within reasonable distance 
of the urban areas were those at 
Tai Wan and Laichikok, and even 
if these beaches, were cquipped 
with facilitles for ‘bathing they 
would still fall far short of the 
needs of thé Peninsula in this very 
important public -utility. Re- 
ference was made to the fact that 
over 3,000 people had attended the 
recent opening of a private bath- 
ing club matshed at North Polnt, 
and this evidence of the popularity 
of sen bathing umong the com- 
munity commented on. The sub- 
committee had the benefit of ex- 
pert technical ndvice as to the ‘con. 
struction of bathing ‘pools, ‘and 
had formed the opinion that, these 
represent the only method of pro- 
viding the. large population of 
Kowloon with adequate facilities 
for sen water bathing. They 
therefore recommended the pro- 
vision af at least three of these 
pools, one in the vicinity of Kow- 
Joon Point, one on the West and 
one on the Hast side of the Pen- 
insula. 


It was agreed to submit this pro-]. 


posal to Government, pointing. out 
that the provision of public bath- 
ing: facilities, especially in a com- 
munity where they can be arrang- 


ed for so easily and are practically | 


a necessity, was undoubtedly a 
municipal matter, and that finan- 
eial stringency should not be al- 
lowed to sland in the way, as the 
expenditure would be almost en- 
tirely a dollar, 8 opposed to a 
sterling, commitment, and could 
he financed by means of a loan 
just as municipal bodies do at 
home.

In their report, 
the sub-committce stated that ex- 
haustive enqulrfos Into the general 
distribution of vegetable produce 
had been made and responsible 
oMcials of the friit and vegetable 
distributing agencies interviewed; 
as a result the committee had 
formed the opinion that any such 
incidenta as those forming the 
subject of the enquiry were duc to 
ignorance on the part-of the farm- 
ers ag to the correct procedure to 
adopt, and they recommended (a) 
that the result of this enquiry be 
forwarded to the Secretary for 
Chinese Affairs (b) that ao letter 
be sent to the N. T. Agricultural 
Society suggesting that they’ en- 
deavour to secure ‘closer co-opern- 
tion between the farmers and the 
distributing -““lans” and. (c) that 
the sub-committee be further au- 
thorised to investigate the market- 
ing of vegetable produce, with par: 
ticular regard to the ultimate cost 
thereof to the consumer.

"An audacious. armed robbery, 
which culminated in seven pedes-. 
trians being wounded in an cx- 
change of revolver shots between 
the’ robbers _and an Indian: police- 
man, was effected by two men Inst 
night in Kowloon City, when they 
held up the owner of a jewellery 
shop, amnshed .one of the glass 
showcases with a stone, and took 
away valuribles worth $119. 

The alarm, raised by the victiiaee 


Jed proprictor, was. answered by 


constable who, upon entering "po 
Kong Road, near old Kowloon City, 
was attracted by tho crics of pas- 
sere-by. He fired aix shots from 
his revolver at two figures running 
down the strect, and received 
anawerlng fire. Neither he nor 
any of*the robbers was hit, but 
seven people, a Httle boy of six 
years and six women, were injured 
by the flying bullets, and had to be 
treated for their wounds. 
. The boy, Leung Fuk, age 6, of 
G4, Po Kong Road, was injured in 
the foot. 

Tal Mun (36) and You Sui-tat 
(48) both married women living at 
31, Po Kong Road, were shot in the 
erm and back respectively. 

Chi Kiu (56), n married woman, 
of 66, Po Kong Road, was shot in 
the leg. 

Liu Kam (29) woman, injured 
in right lex. .

Pang Sam (39) woman, injured

Yau Ghui-taf was the only one 
admitted to hospital who is still 
receiving treatment, in the Kow- 
loon Hospital.

A Shanghai Charter. 


Could the difliculty in the way 
of immediate rendition of the In- 
ternational Settlement in Shang- 
hai he met hy the grant of a 
Charter by the Chinese Goyern- 
ment which would provide for a 
continuance of local self-govern: 
ment, based on co-operation be- 
tween -the foreign and Chinese 
communities? This is one of the 
Many interesting propositions 
dealt with by Mr. Justice Feetham 
in his monumental Report to the 
Shanghai Municipal Council. The 
term “charter” ig interpreted 1s 
meaning “some legal instrument 
issued by the National Government 
which would depend for its 
validity on Chinese law and which 
would be so framed as to give the 
Chinese community a majority in 
the governing body or bodies.” 
No such Charter would be worth 
having unless there, Were some 
rensohable guarantee for its per: 
manenee and inviolability. There 
would be nothing to prevent such 
a Charter from being withdrawn 
or umended by further legislation, 
or oven by executive action, And 
such a.position must continue until

It performs the dif- 
ficult task of converting what en- 
gincers call reciprocal motion into 
rotary motion. - 

This means that the atraight i) 
and down movement of the ‘pistons 
has to become a rotary or circular 
motion before it can be of any use! 
fn driving the wheels, This is dono 
by means of the crankshnft and It 
is this piece of apparatus that has 
to stand most of the strain Involved 
Sn this process. - 

oe co 

With an engine operating at be- 
tween 9000 and 4000 revolu- 
tions a minute, the main bearings, 
which take the severe thrusts of 
the pistons against the crankshaft, 
must stand the greatest strain. Oil 
is needed to keep them well lubri- 
cated and a great deal of care must 
be exercised by the driver to see 
that no more strain than Is neces: 
anry is applied to these points, 


When a car is travelling at a 
high rate of speed for a con- 
aiderable Jength of time, intense 
heat is zenernted at the main benr- 
ings. The oil is, thinned dawn al- 
most to nothing and any shortige 
of off will increase the danger of 
burning the bearings. 

The best way to avoid this trou- 
ble is not only to see that enough 
of the best oil ia maintained in the 
crankshaft, but to drive at slightly 
lower than high apeed When on 2 
long-run... Find a satisfactory 
cruising speed and stick to that, 
rather than push the motor up to 
its limit, and you won't experience 
any difficulty. |

Another way of overloading the 
engine is to neglect retarding 
the spark when the car is going 
up a long, steep hill and the en- 
gine slows down-and labours. Many 
errs to-day have.automatic spurk 
contro), and this attention is un- 
necessary in such cages. But those 
cars that are not equipped, with 
nutomotic spark control must be 
watched closely for proper Uming 
of the engine. 

If the engine russ slow and In- 


bours aguinst a load like a long. 


hill climb, and the spurk is not re- 
tarded to keep the ignition in Pais 
with tho thming of the engine, o 
considerable load other than the 
climb itself ia added to.the motor. 
Every time a piston rises in its 
cylinder on the compression stroke, 
it encounters the full force of a 
pre-igniled spark, due to the ad- 
vanced spark control, and therefore 
has so much more force to combat 
on its way ta the top of the stroke. 

. This expresses itself In the form 
of a hard, metallic knock. It 
should be warning to the driver to 
retard the spark, -

HONGKONG’S PART IN 
PHILIPPINE HISTORY, 


.. [By J.T, Martin.] 


dhe twontieth day of June ja the f 


bifthday of Dr. Jose Protasio 
Rizal, Philippine hero and martyr 
and undoubtedly one of’ the 
greatest of Orientals. Born of 
humble parentage in 1861 in a 
Bmall Philippine town, he early 
showed signa’ of genius and = dis- 
tinguished: in various arte and 
sciences, rising later to dizzy 
heights of fame and greatness, 
Physician, pact, novelist, painter, 
sculptor and trayellor—in all these 
careers he was master and peer, 
but it was hia noble death, his 
martyrdom, which gave hia name 
a lnating ‘lustre and’ secured ° for 
him a place among the world's im- 
mortals. Protesting his innocence 
to the lust, for he committed no 
other crime than that of pura -Jovo 
of country, he faced the Spanish 
firing squad In| Manila on the 
morning of Deeember 30, 1896, 
with an normal ptlac and a calm 
countenance, 

He willingly poured his blood to 
tinge, as he snid, the awnited 
aurora of his suffering country; 
his execution meant the-birth of a 
new, awakened Filipino nation; 
his physical destruction hastened 
the resurrection of his people's 
dead hopes and the recovery of 
mele buried Eden, their lost para- 
aise. 


The advent of thia day serves 


also to recall the association and 
Ialand of | -@ 


connexion which the 
Hongkong has with the most. stir- 
ring episodes of Philippine history, 
For in this island Rizal once stay- 
ed, pondered and meditated decp- 
ly, and who knows but that the 
great and inspired thoughts he 
imbibed here found their way later 
to the pages of his masterplece, 
the “Noli 'Mo Tangere” (Touch Me 
Not), one of the most powerful in- 
dictments against tyranny ever 
penned by man, Here, also, with- 
in the shadows of the majeatic 
Peak, other patriots like Ponee, 
Lopez Jaenn, Basa, Del Pilar, 
Tavern and Hidalgo used to meet 
and grther, to draw fresh courage 


rand inspiration from the mighty 


Anglo-Saxon institutions which 
‘ure’ the pride of every Briton; and 
in the not distant past, two Iili- 
pinos with henrts of stone, General 
and Vicente Soto, lived 
here in self-exile, It was in Hong- 
kong where Aguinaldo and his 
staff concluded with Primo de 
Rivera of Spain the famous Pact 
of Binkna-Bato; but later, aided by 
Consul Wildman and Admiral 
Dewey, he went back to Manila 
and gave the final blow to Spanish 
dominion:
